While He Sleeps 


"Bix," Who Began Newspaper Work in Ne- 


braska Over Fifty Years Ago, Succumbs 


k Christmas Eve — Had Visited Paper and 


Turned in Regular Copy on Monday. 


Death came suddenly to 


'"Doc" Bixby, dean of Amer- 
ican columnists, on Christmas 
«ve. 
In failing health for 


several years the State Jour- 
nal writer passed away quiet- 
ly in his sleep at his home, 
1746 South Fourteenth street. 


Dr. Ammi L. Bixby, 78, had 


been writer of the "Daily Drift" 
column, for 42 years. His death 
came as a shock to his fellow 
workers as he had been in the 
editorial rooms at 
about noon 


Monday to exchange Christmas 
greetings and to dispense his usual 
cheery Christmas wishes. 


Looked Ahead. 


He turned in his daily 
copy 


every day, despite the fact that 
he knew that death was near. He 
had often written in his poems 
that he looked forward 
to 
the 


time he could join his beloved 
wife killed seven years ago in an 
automobile accident. 


Monday he turned in his copy, 


talked with his colleagues and 
•went home to rest. He opened a 
number of Christmas cards, had 
lunch and spent a little time talk- 
ing with members of his family. A 
little later he complained of pain 
and went to lie down. He got up 
at about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon and remained up for 
an 


hour. Then he returned to bed 
and died quietly in his sleep. 


Funeral services will be held 


Friday afternoon but time and 
place have not yet been

nounced. Two daughters are here 
while the other, Mrs. Johnson of 
Salt Lake City will arrive Friday 
morning.

Name Widely Known. 


Writer for more than 40 years 


of a column "Daily Drift" in the 
State Journal, T»oc' Bixby was 
widely known and read in the 
state. 
His several books, filled 


with his own peculiar brand of

& ly known. Almost all of his writ- 
rings he signed 
"Bix," 
which 
r paused a famous writer once to 


say "he made his name greater by 
reducing it two-fifths." 


Born at Potsdam, N. Y., on April 


21, 1856, the son of Alfred Bixby 
and Catherine Wilson, he first 
came to Nebraska in the 1870s as 
a physician.

CCC EXPANSION 


IS CONSIDERED 


Senator Pope Urges Step 


To Carry Burden of 


Unemployed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25—(AP) 


— An expansion of the civilian 
conservation corps to carry more 
of the burden of helping the un- 
employed is under consideration 
by administration relief experts. 


It is one of a number of pro- 


posals being studied as a possible 
means of putting more emphasis 
on work relief rather than -out- 
right grants of assistance. 


The proposal has come from a 


group of members of congress who 
have watched the work of the 
CCC. 
Heretofore CCC work has 


been confined chiefly to more or 
less unattached youths, many of 
whom have never found regular 
jobs since they completed schooL 
The proposal now under consid- 
eration would expand it to in- 
clude older men and 
married 


men. 


Will Be Studied. 


Senator Pope, democrat Idaho, 


one of those who proposed the ex- 
pansion, has taken the idea up 
with high administration officials, 
including Harry L. Hopkins, relief 
director, and has received assur- 
ance it would be studied. 


The CCC is doing useful work 


and doing it well." Pope said.

Car-Truck Crash West of 


City Sunday Called 


"Accidental." 


Finding that the West O street 


car-truck 
crash early Sunday 


morning, which claimed four lives, 
was an "accidental collision," a 
coroner's jury Monday afternoon 
fixed no blame for the tragedy. 


The jury's brief verdict, re- 


•turned after 25 minutes delibera- 
tion, said: 
"The deceased came 


to their death by the accidental 
collision of the sedan driven by 
Clayton Stoddard and the truck 
driven by A. J. Katheiser." 


The inquest, which was con- 


ducted by Deputy County Attorney 
Farley Young in Castle, Roper & 
Matthews' chapel, was into the 
death! of Mrs. Clayton L. Stod- 
dard of Seward, and Mrs. Ethel 
Cunning, of Kansas City, Kas., and 
her two daughters, Nadine Cun- 
ning and Merle June Cunning. 


Testimony at the inquest failed 


to clear up whether the lights at 
the rear of the slowly moving 
truck driven by A. J. Katheiser 
of Geneva were burning at the 
time of the collision. 
Clayton 


Stoddard of Seward, driver of the 
car which crashed into the rear of 
the truck, said that "had they 
been burning, I would have seen 
the truck at least a quarter of a 
mile away but the accident was 
unavoidable because I did not see 
the truck until too late." Law- 
rence Gergen, Katheiser's com- 
panion, said that the lights had 
been burning only a lew moments 
before when he stood behind the 
then parked truck to flag auto- 
mobiles. Katheiser said that both 
lights were burning when he left 
Geneva. 


Officer Testifies. 


Officer Dick Bennett, who was 


in the cruiser car detailed to the 
accident at 7:06 o'clock Sunday 
morning, testified concerning the 
positions of the cars and bodies 
when he arrived at the scene. 
Bennet said that the sedan driven 
by Mr. Stoddard went nearly 120 
feet before stopping after colliding 
with Katheiser's truck. Stoddard 
said that his car stopped within 
20 feet after it struc-k the truck. 


Mr. Stoddard estimated 
his 


speed at less than 40 miles an 
hour when he struck the truck 
and said that his car had "very 
good lights" but that he had "been 
driving with the dimmers on be- 
cause of the breaking 
of the 


dawn." 


R. A. Brochu, 2919 Apple street, 


who was leaving for a hunting 
trip and was among the first to 
arrive at the accident, gave the 
same testimony as that given by 
Officer Bennett. 
Bennett also 


produced a diagram of the acci- 
dent, which Deputy County At- 
torney Young gave to the jurors 
to aid them in their deliberations.

Eleventh street, quietly waiting 
their turn, precious green cards 
were clutched tight in eager fists

"The persons receiving the food 


this year seem to be of a much 
higher class than usual, and in- 
clude more young persons," State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Charles W. Taylor, member 
of the Salvation Army advisory 
board, observed.

It was written in St. Luke: 


"...And Joseph also went up from Galilee 


...iiito Judaea, unto the city of David, which 
is called Bethlehem.. .to be taxed with Mary, 
his espoused wife, being great with child. And 
so it was that, while they were there, the days 
were accomplished that she should be deliv- 
ered. And she brought forth her first born 
son, and wrapped him in swaddling clothes, 
and laid him in a manger; because there was 
no room for them in the inn. 


"And 
there were in the same country shep- 


herds abiding in the field, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. And lo, the angel of the 
lord came upon them and the glory of the 
Lord shown round about them; and they were 
sore afraid. And the angel said unto them, 
Fear not: For, behold I bring you good tidings 
of great joy, which shall be to all people. For 
unto you is bom this day in the city of David 
a saviour, which is Christ the5 Lord. And this 
shall be a sign unto you: Ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes -lying in a man- 
ger. 


"And suddenly there was with the angel a 


multitude of the heavenly host praising God, 
and saying, Glory to God in the highest and on 
earth peace, good will toward men. 


"And 
it came to pass, as the angels were 


gone away from them into Heaven, the shep- 
herds said one to another, let us now go even 
unto Bethlehem and see this thing which has 
come to pass, which the Lord hath made 
known unto us. And they came with haste, 
and found Mary, and Joseph, and the babe 
lying in a manger. And when they had seen 
it, they made known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this child."

IOR some, the version given by St. Luke is the 


favorite story of the birth of Christ, but in 


most of the traditions of Christmas, insofar as 
spiritual significance is attached to it, there is a 
mixture of both Luke and St. Matthew. It was 
written in St. Matthew: 


"Now 
-when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 


Judaea In the days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise men from the east to Jerusa- 
lem. Saying, Where is he that is born king of 
the Jews? for we have seen his star in the east, 
and are come to worship him. When Herod 
the king had heard these things, he was 
troubled and all Jerusalem with him. And 
when he had gathered all the chief priests and 
scribes of the people together, he demanded of 
them where Christ should be born. 


"And they said unto him, In Bethlehem of 


Judaea: For thus it is written by the prophets, 
And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art 
not the least among the princes of Juda: for out 
of thee shall come a, governor, that shall rule 
my people Israel. Then Herod, when he had 
privily called the Wise Men, enquired of them 
diligently what time the star appeared. And 
he sent them to Bethlehem, and said, Go and 
search diligently 
for the young child; and 


when ye have found him. bring me word 
again that I may come and worship him also. 
When they had heard the king, they departed; 
and, lo, the star, which they saw in the east, 
went before them, till it came and stood over 
where the young child lay. 


"When they saw the star, they rejoiced with 


exceeding great joy. And when they were 
come into the house, they saw the young child 
with Mary his mother, and fell down, and wor- 
shipped him: and when they had opened their 
treasures, they presented unto him gifts; gold, 
and frank incense, and myrrh. And being 
warned of God in a dream that they should 
not return to Herod, they departed into their 
own country another way.*1

fHROUGH all these years, the story of the Wise 
A Men, the shepherds in the field, the heavenly 
host bringing news of great joy, and the babe in 
the manger never have lost their appeal. They 
are told so beautifully in the literature of the

of peace on earth and good will toward men. On 
this Christmas day, and on other Christmas days, 
there has been much not within the spirit of the 
Saviour. That will be the case as long as human 
kind is human, but there are few indeed who will 
not rejoice at Christmas, who do not become more 
expansive, more mellow, more sympathetic, more 
tender in all of their thoughts toward their fellow 
men. 
And that now is, as it always has been, the 


miracle of Christmas. It is the intangible trans- 
formation of the flesh into the type of men and 
women, who, without exception, all human kind at 
some time aspires to be. Were it to shine tonight, 
it would be on a better world than existed 2,000 
years ago. 


Dr. A. L. Bixby.

EW men in the newspaper field in Nebraska 


were loved more than Dr. A. L. Bixby, the 


poet philosopher of the Journal for more than forty 
years. His sudden death Christmas eve came as a 
great shock to thousands of people in Lincoln and 
in other sections of the state. 


Dr. Bixby's philosophy was one of optimism and 


kindliness. Rarely did he speak critically of oth- 
ers, and only when a sense of duty compelled him 
to do so. Happiness was proverbial with him, and 
tie made it the cornerstone of his column. People 
instinctively felt the deep interest which he took 
hi his fellow beings, particularly when misfortune 
pressed itself upon them. No one could be more 
gentle, more solicitous, more genuinely tender in 
his regard for those in trouble. 


And that was what Dr. Bixby was—a grand per- 


son—human, fun loving, simple in his tastes, true 
to his beliefs and his faith, but nevertheless fair 
and tolerant when in conflict. He lived his life in 
accordance with the ideals he espoused as a col- 
umnist. He bared his heart and his soul in his 
writings. Of rugged, pioneer stock, deeply imbued 
with the sutrdy thought of that era, Dr. Bixby 
nevertheless accepted change and transformation 
gracefully and hopefully, and without any regret 
for the new when it replaced the old. He loved 
his prairies, where he elected to spend most of his 
life, and he loved the plains people. He "believed 
in them, in the type of life which they lead, in the 
thought they developed. He was their champion 
and then: defender. 


Probably nothing influenced Dr. Bixby so much 


as the woman . who was his wife. He called her 
Molly. He idealized her in verse, and immortal- 
ized her in paragraphs. Her death a few years ago 
was the most crushing blow of his life. By nature 
strong and philosophical, nevertheless there were 
many times when Dr. Bixby found his way to this 
office to talk of Molly with tears streaming down 
his cheeks. And it would be his Christmas wish, 
we are sure, to be reunited with Molly on Christ- 
mas eve.

is the anniversary of a great event other 


-I than the birth of the Hedeemer, for it was on 
Christmas night of" 1776 that Washington, with an 
army of 2,000 .men crossed the Delaware river and 
fell upon 1,500 Hessians 
at Trenton, killing 17, 


wounding 78 and capturing 946. The battle lasted 
only thirty minutes and not a single American was 
killed or wounded. The victors also took 1,200 
muskets and six brass cannons, of which they were 
in sore need. The Hessian 
commander, Colonel 


Rail, was mortally wounded. 


Washington knew that the Hessians were in the 


habit of spending Christmas in eating, drinking 
and carrousing, and as he had expected, he found 
the garrison mostly drunk and unprepared for an 
attack. The news of this surprise victory electri- 
fied the nation and turned the tide of war. 


It also had the effect of rehabilitating Washing- 


ton, against whom Generals Gates and Lee had 
been plotting with a view of having him removed 
from command and Gates substituted as the head 
of the army. Later both disgraced themselves, the 
former at the battle of Camden and the latter at 
the battle of Monmouth. 


These two men and others who were jealous of 


the commander, had done all within their power 
to hamper Washington, failing to co-operate with 
him or assist him following the retreat into New 
Jersey and the result was that the army was in 
sore distress. The outcome at Trenton had the ef- 
fect of inspiriting the men and renewing their 
morale. And though the battle was not a great one 
measured by tfie number of men engaged, it had 
far reaching effect, and was one of the decisive en- 
gagements of the Revolutionary war.

What distinction, if any, do yon 


make between "immortality" and 
eternal life"? Do not both terms 
mean the everlastingness of the 
soul after bodily death? 


ANSWER. 


Strictly defined immortality sig- 


nifies the deathlessness of the hu- 
man spirit. Eternal Life, which is 


far richer phrase proceeding 


from Christ Himself, signifies* im- 
mortality plus unspeakable bless- 
edness and continuous spiritual 
development. The terms are not 
synonymous. A future condition of 
endless existence filled with un- 
availing remorse is at least con- 
ceivable, but who would desire it? 


Read St. John's Gospel for the 


interpretation of our Lord's great 
declaration that He gives Eternal 
Life to all who believe in Him. 
Here the quality of human experi- 
ence is described as well as the 
duration of human being. Not ex- 
istence alone but everything which 
makes it beautiful, pure and true 
is included. St. John depicts it as 
beginning here and now, inde- 
pendently of earthly circumstances 
and bodily changes, a present, 
permanent possession, the crown 
of God's purpose in man. Hence 
the high priestly prayer of the 
Master "And this is Life Eternal, 
that they should know Thee, the 
only true God, and Him whom 
Thou didst send, even Jesus 
Christ" (St. John's Gospel 17:3). 


The inference is that'any future 


life worthy of our utmost effort is 
a gift to and not an inherent pos- 
session of each soul. Therefore we 
are exhorted to "lay hold" on 
Eternal Life, to strive with all our 
might and main for the realization 
of the Father's design in creating 
us.

Washington, D. C. 


.What right have we to judge 


past nations and their acts by our 
modern standards? 


ANSWER. 


To this extent at least, that cer- 


tain standards of right and wrong 
are very ancient and by -them men 
and their various organizations, 
both ancient or modern, must be 
judged. At the same time there is 
no more prolific cause of confu- 
sion in history than the tendency 
to read the events of the past too 
exclusively in the light of the 
present. The cold records of man's 
yesterdays are thereby twisted in- 
to the service of today's burning 
controversies. 


Few historians are able to see 


both past and present with the 
same unclouded gaze, and to set 
down what actually 
happened 


without injecting into it their 
prejudices and -preferences. Even 
Gibbon, one of the greatest an- 
nalists of all time, reveals his ex- 
periences as a captain in a regi- 
ment of British militia when he 
relates his fascinating story of the 
Roman Empire. I suppose all his- 
tory has to be to a great extent a 
work of imagination. No historian 
worth his salt is content to repeat 
merely the records of bygone pe- 
riods. He has to understand them, 
see behind them and find more in 
them than they actually tell him. 


But when, for example, some in- 


sist on arraigning Machiavelli's 
morals because these do not square 
with later political and ethical 
codes, they do violence to the man. 
The author of "The Prince" should 
be compared with the age he. 
served, its beliefs and its customs, 
before a balanced judgment on his 
character can be formed. Right ac- 
tion is progressive, not finaL It 
approximates more and more to 
the demands of absolute right- 
eousness, and if it did not thus ad- 
vance, our progress would be im- 
possible.

Upwards of 2 million dollars a 


month was taken in and paid out 
by the treasury of Nebraska dur- 
ing the fiscal biennium which 
ended June 30. 1934 
Total re- 


ceipts for all funds during that 
period were $50,716,800, while 
the 
disbursements 
amounted ~io 


$49,691,890. The gross balance on 
hand on the date mentioned stood 
at $6,100,650, compared with $5,- 
075,155 at the close of the preced- 
ing biennium. 
By contrast with this gain of 


over a million dollars in all treas- 
urv cash, the general fund by it- 
self suffered a depletion of about 
three-quarters of a million with- 
in the two-year term. Its receipts 
came to $11,708,270, while the 
outgo aggregated ol2,463,504. The 
balance dropped off from $2.083,- 
937 in June, 1932. to $1,328,703 in 
the same month this year. 


More than half of the total' gain 


was in the gasoline tax fund, used 
for state highway purposes, which 
contained $1.368.237" last June, 
against only $617,365 two years 
before. The revenue amounted to I 
516.753,044. while payments were; 
made totaling $16.022,172. 


Another large item contribut- 


ing to the total increase was 
$559,944 held in a special 
fundj 


advanced by the United States] 
government to expedite payment, 
of its share of the cost of highway 
work.

Society For Friendless 


Says Continuance 


Necessary. 


In a call for public aid to main- 


tain educational opportunities tor 
idle 
penitentiary 
inmates, the 


Society for the Friendless was ap- 
pealing for funds in letters going 
out Tuesday. 


To meet the "crisis" which "ex- 


ists among the inmates" it is im- 
perative, the letter says, that every 
effort be made to keep the men 
busy. 
Without the prison In- 


dustries hitherto used for this pur- 
pose, only the school system set 
up by the University of Nebraska 
extension division remains, Lin- 
coln Frost, president of the society, 
points out. 


Fund* Lackinf. 


But "there were certain things 


that the Extension, division could 
not supply, and which the men 
could not furnish, for most of 
them are destitute of funds." An 
estimated $75 to $100 a month for 
book rentals, tuition and supplies 
—based on an average cost of $6 
per man for one four-month term 
—must be supplied by voluntary 
subscription. 


"This project means more than 


bringing school training to some 
four or five hundred men," the 
appeal says, "though all recognize 
that this is of great importance. It 
is imperative 
that the inmate: 


have something to occupy thei~ 
time and so much the better i 
their minds and be improved a', 
the same time." 


The project will be carried by 


public funds for only five months, 
"as by that time the legislature 
will have had a chance to supply 
the need." 


Prison authorities "are heartily 


in favor of the maintenance of the 
revamped school system and would 
regard it as a calamity should that 
school be dropped or even cur- 
tailed in its efficiency," the letter 
explains. The appeal also has the 
approval of the community chest, 
according to the society's officers. 


The letter is issued over the 


signatures of President Frost, and 
Donald M. Mclntosh, superintend- 
ent of the society.

County Journal, an interest he 
sold three years later. 
In 1887 


he went to Denver arid purchased 
an interest in the Castle Rock 
Journal. In a few months he re- 
turned to Nebraska, purchasing 
the Fullerton Telescope. In 1889 
he sold out and went to Columbus 
where he assisted in the publica- 
tion of the Platte County Sentinel. 
Since 1892 he has been affiliated 
with the State Journal. 


He was married to Miss Mary A. 


Bates of Center Chain, Minn., on 
May 14, 1878. Just two months 
short of their golden wedding an- 
niversary, March 8, 1928, Mrs. 
Bixby was killed in an automobile 
accident near Seward. 
She was 


the "Molly" of all of Doc Bixby's 
writings. 


A popular public speaker, he 


was in constant demand by lunch- 
eon clubs throughout the state. In 
1931 he was honored by members 
of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, and in. 1926 he had been 
honored by the Lincoln chapter of 
the American Writers Guild. In 
December of 1928 the Lincoln 
Kiwanis club gave him its distin- 
guished service medal as "the 
oldest columnist in the United 
States." 


A member of numerous clubs, 


Laymen's, Open Forum, Commer- 
cial (later chamber of commerce), 
and others, he was prominent in 
Masonic work. He was a thirty- 
second degree Mason, a member of 
the Shrine and of the Knights of 
Templar. For five years he was 
a member of the Lincoln board of 
education. He was a republican 
and a Methodist. 


In his writings Doc Bixby did 


riot use the method of direct at- 
tack. It was his way merely to 
point with an inquisitive and acid 
finger and to ridicule ideas offen- 
sive to him. His writings were 
called "satire flavored with a 
popular relish." He could and did 
expose countless foibles in the 
state but he could and did see the 
bright side more often than the 
dark. He was a writer who could 
approve as well as disapprove. 


Characterized 
by 
progressive 


though, courageous utterance, 
good humor and a wholesome 
philosophy, his writings did much 
to mold public opinion in the state 
in times when opinion was greatly 
needed. His deepest concern was 
always with home and all of 
philosophy contained some refer- 
ence to that concern. 


His books included "Driftwood" 


in 1895, "Memories and Other 
Poems" in 1900; "Bix Abroad" in 
1907; 
and "Bix in America" in 


1913. 
He is survived by-three daugh- 


ters, Alice Lorena Bixby of Poca- 
tello, Idaho, who arrived several 
days ago to visit her father, Mrs.

field directors. 


This phase of the housing ad- 


ministration drive toward recov- 
ery hits every locality, large and 
small, the administration points 
ou't. It applies alike to the small- 
est hamlets and the largest cities, 
the farm home and the biggest 
metropolitan apartment. 


From Atlantic City, for in- 


stance, the report listed $245,250 
as pledged by 981 home owners 
for 
modernization and 
repair 


work, including painting, carpen- 
try, paper hanging, roofing and 
heating. 


Leesburg, Fla., with a popula- 


tion of 4,113 has authorized $56.- 
"565, or $11 per capita, through 


its first federal loan and savings 
association for modernization. 


The St. Louis better housing 


campaign, launched November 5, 
has passed the $8,500,000 mark in 
pledges for modernization, with 
a 
$.10,000,000 
goal set. This 


amount does not include more 
than $3,000,000 worth of work 
to be done by industrial plants, 
hotels and apartments, pledged, 
according to the field agent's re- 
port. 


One day's canvass in Dallas 


resulted in pledges of more than 
$100,000 lor modernization work, 
according to the telegraphic re- 
port to the housing administra- 
tion. In Tallahassee, Fla., 250 
men have been put to work on 
projects costing $168,027. 


A large heating firm at Fred- 


erick, Md., reported work had 
increased so rapidly under the 
modernization drive that it had 
to reject one $600 cash order 
because of a shortage of me- 
chanics.
